DUTIES OF STATE AUDITOR 


Extracts from Chapter 11, Section 151, Revised 
Codes of Montana, 1921. 


151 General duties. It is the duty of the state auditor: 
1. To superintend the fiscal concerns of the state. 


2. To report to the governor, on the first Monday of November next preceding 
each regular session of the legislative assembly a statement of funds of the state, its 
revenues, of the public expenditures during the two preceding fiscal years, together 
with a detailed estimate of the expenditures to be defrayed from the treasury for the 
two ensuing fiscal years, specifying therein each object of expenditure, and distinguish- 
ing between such as are provided for by permanent or temporary appropriation, and 
such as must be provided for by a new statute, and suggesting the means from which 
such expenditures are to be defrayed, and to make a semi-annual report to the governor, 
as provided in section 522 of this code. 


3. To accompany his biennial reports with tabular statements, showing: first, 
the amount of each appropriation for the two preceding fiscal years, the amount ex- 
pended, and the balance, if any; second, the amount of revenue chargeable to each 
county for such years, the amount paid, and the amount unpaid or due therefrom. 


4. When requested, to give information in writing to either house of the legis- 
lative assembly relating to the fiscal affairs of the state or the duties of his office. 


5. To suggest plans for the improvement and management of the public revenues. 
6. To keep and state all accounts in which the state is interested. 


7. To keep an account of all warrants drawn upon the treasurer, and a separate 
account under the head of each specific appropriation, showing at all times the unex- 
pended balance of such appropriation. 


8. To keep an account between the state and the state treasurer, and therein 
charge the state treasurer with the balance in the treasury when he came into office, 
and with all moneys received by him, and credit him with all warrants drawn on and 
paid by him. 

9. To keep a register of warrants, showing the fund upon which they are drawn, 
the number, in whose favor, for what service, the appropriation applicable to the pay- 
ment thereof, when the liability accrued, and a receipt from the person to whom the 
warrant is delivered.
